CAUSE OF TREE-CULTURE. 


MEETING OF THE NATIONAL FOREST- 
BY CONGRESS AT SPRINGFIELD. 


A Memorial and a Bill Prepared to Pre- 


sent to Congress for the Protection of 


the Forests—Martin Conrad of Chicago 
Presents a Valuable Paper on the Profits 
of Tree- Planting—Experiments by Profs. 
Beal and Budd—Mr. Berry's Essay. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 15.—[Special. |—In 


the American Forestry Congress this morn- 


ing letters of invitation were read from the 
Southern Forestry Congress asking the 
American Forestry Congress to meet witb 


them at Huntsville, Tenn., Oct. 26, and from 
the Legislature of Georgia to hold a joint 
session of the societies with a view of organ- 
izing an international congress. These in- 
Vitations were supported by delegates from 
the several organizations. Upon the subject 


of timber destruction the delegate from Geor- 
gia stated that syndicates were buying up im- 
mense forests of pine in Georgia, and that in 
ten years probably no more merchantable 
pine would be left. He earnestly sup- 
ported the invitation of the Georgia 
Legislature to members of the congress 
to attend the exposition at Piedmont, Ga., in 
October. Mr. Bell of Missouri also supported 
the invitation, and President Minier stated 
his intention to attend, and hoped as many 
of the members as could would be there. 
Secretary Fernow called attention to the 
meeting of the American congress next year 
at Atlanta, and hoped the date of the meet- 
ing would not conflict with the time of hold- 
ing State fairs atthe North. It was decided 
that the time of meeting should not be 
earlier than October. A formal memorial 
and bill for the protection of the forests, to 
be presented to Congress for enactment, was 
then taken up, read several times, and adopt- 
ed, except as to Secs. 8 and 4. 

The following is a synopsis of the bill to be 
presented to Congress: 

The bill defines public forest lands, provides 
for the withdrawal of all public forest lands from 
entry or sale under the existing laws, preliminary 
to their classification; requires persons makin 
entries for land to furnish evidence that the lan 
applied for does not fall under the class of forest 
lands |Amended: Subject to the decision of the 
Co sioner of Forestry]; creates a Commis- 
sioner of Forests in the Department of the In- 
terior, appointed by the President, hold office 
during good behavior and receiving salary of 
$5,000, to have the care, management, and control 
of the public forest lands; provides four Assist- 
ant Commissioners, specially qualified, to act as 
counsel to the Commissioner of Forestry, and 
having each special charge of one division of the 
ase forest lands, receiving salary of $3,000 


eac 

It further defines three general elasses of pub- 
lic forest lands: (a) Lands distant from head- 
waters of streams, covered by timber of com- 
mercial value, more valuable for forest ood ee 
than for cultivation; (5) lands partially or wholly 
covered by timber, but suitable for homesteads, 
and more valuabic for agricultural pu s than 
for timber; (c) mountainous and other wood- 
lands which, for climatic, economic, or public 
reasons, should be held permanently as forest 
reserves. 

The Commissioners are required to classify and 
dt signate, with approval of retary of Interior, 
the permanent forest reserves (class 3). Such 
reserves to be proclaimed by the President of 
the United Sta The bill further provides for 
the ss of timber on classes 1 and 2; 
autho the President to direct the sale of 
timber on lands of class 1 not exceeding 25,000 
acres at one sale in the aggregate; regulates the 
manner of such sale to highest bidder; lands of 
second class shall be restored to homes 
entry sale; provides for codperation of other 
Federal officers in the selection and classifica- 
tion of public forest lands. 

It describes the further duties of the Commis-

satisfy local mands, and provide a practical 
system of forestry for the forest reserve. | 

It allows codperation with State Forestry 
Boards; provides fines and penalties for unau- 
thorized cutting of timber on forest reserves; 
provides fines and penalties for the taking of 
timber and other trespass on all forest lands, al- 
lowing. however, the exercise of rights previous- 
~ Bayne to take timber under regulation of 

e Commissioner of Forests; provides fines and 
penalties for occupying public lands with saw- 
mills, manufactories, or otherwise; empowers 
the President to use military force for the — 
pose of — 2 forest lands; provides es 
and penalties for aiding in transporting illegally 
cut timber. It forbids the Comnussioner of 
Forests and other officers under him to be en- 
gaged in a lumbering business, and provides for 
the repeal of former laws, and authorizes the 
appropriation of $500,000. 

The idea of the congress in respect to this 
bill is not only to preserve and administer 
the law, but to prevent the destruction of 
timber in the interest of agriculture, par- 
ticularly upon the public domain. Concur- 
rent resolutions on the subject were pre- 
sented from the Legislatures of California 
and Colorado. The Mayor of Springfiela 
sentin an invitation to the convention to 
visit the Lincoln monument by horse- 
cars, which w accepted. An excellent 
paper was read by Martin Conrad of Chicago 
on tree-planting for profit. He spoke about 
the future uiremeuts of timber for the 
manufacture of farm machinery and wagons.

the ible consequences to the country of 
continued forest denudation by reference to 
the northern domain of Mexico, which, in 
the sixteenth century, was a very ise 
in luxuriant vegetation, butis now a parched, 
treeless, waterless, and barren solitude. The 
slag covering the surface indicated that the 
great forests of Northern Mexico had prob- 
ably been consumed for the smelting of the 
ores of the ancient silver mines of that 


region. 

e believed the growth of all kinds of trees 
could be atly advanced under the power- 
ful stimulus of personal gain, and worked 
out a table providing for the planting of 2,720 


trees on an acre of ground, to be thinned out 


gradually at stated periods, until, at the end 
of fifty years, but 110 are left. Allowing two 
trees for 1, feet of lumber, the money re- 


sult at the end of eighty years would be 
55,000 feet of lumber wo 18 a thousand. 
But, he said, at the rate we are going such 
lumber cannot be had for $50 a thousand in 
eighty years from now. As the best wood 
for ing farm implements is from trees 
thirty to forty years old, the uses of the acres 
planted couid actually be realized in the in- 
dustries much earlier than the table indicat- 
ed. Mr. Conrad’s paper was ordered printed 
entire in the proceedings. 

Prof. J. R. Dodge, Statistician of the Na- 
tional Department of Agriculture, came into 
the Congress this afternoon and signed the 
roll of membership. Considerable time was 
consumed on the subject of printing the pro- 
ceedings, a thousand copies being ordered. 
The Secretary said the Congress had invita- 
tions for next year’s meeting from Atlanta, 
Ga. Columbus and Cleveland, O., Lincol 
Neb., and Quebec. The matter was refer 
to the Executive Committee. As the Inter- 
national Committee on Arbor-Day the Chair 
appointed Gov. Furness of Nebraska, Leo 
Weltz of Ohio, Charles F. Mills of Illingis, 
Prof. G. B. Northrop of Connecticut, and J. 
H. Morgan of Ontario. Secretary Fernow 
submitted some statements on the utilization 
of wood, especially with respect to wood al- 
cohol, showing thatif the annual consump- 
tion of two and a half million cords of wood 
used in charcoal for iron-working were devot- 
ed to the manufacture of wood alcohol it 
would be worth to the people over $19,000,000.

The Presi- 
dent is also understood to hold the same view 
and to be further of the opinion that internation- 
al comity could not well be urged as u reason why 
Canada should be asked to give MeGarigle up re- 
gardiess of the want of a treaty covering the 
case. n in his report says: 

i the : In compliance with your 
request of the 7th inst. for a report on the ques- 
tion whether, considering the facts presented 
tending to show that the scheme for the escape of 
William J. McGarigle, a fugitive from the justice 
of the United States in the Dominion of Canada, 
whose extradition is desired by the authorities of 
the State of Illinois, was concocted by for- 
eigners, and carried out by them by means of 
a foreign vessel, there are not grounds upon 
which to ask for his surrender by the 
British Government, I have the honor to state 
that after a careful examination of the papers 
submitted Iam unable to discover in them any 
ground upon which a demand by the Government 
of the United States upon that of Great Britain 
for the surrender of the accused could be based. 
The first and principal British subject alleged to 
have been concerned in the escape, and by whom 
it was planned, was one Leonard St. John, who 
has resided in the United States for perhaps 
more than ten ye and held a position in the 
hospital of which McGarigle was Warden. It thus 
appears that the said St. John, although a 
British subject, was, at and long prior to 
the time of the acts complained of, within the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United States and 
answerable generally to its laws, and not to 
those of Great Britain, for any offenses he might 
commit at his place of residence. The Govern- 
ment of Great Britain was in no way responsible 
for his alleged criminal conduct. It is clear that 
the British ownership of the vessel on which 
McGariglhe escaped affords no ground for de- 
manding his surrender, because it is probable 
that a majority of the fugitive criminals from 
tne United States who 1n recent years have found 
refuge beyond seas have escaped on foreign- 
owned vesseis; but this is not known ever to 
have been made a und for asking the extradi- 
tion of a fugitive. Even if the vessel in which 
the criminal flees should bea foreign man-of- 
war—a national vessel—this is not regarded as a 
valid ground for — a surrender.” 

The Secretary adds that MeGarigle's return 
cannot be asked on grounds of comity, because 
such comity could not be reciprocated, not being 
within treaty stipulations.

GESTED BY MAYOR ROCHE, 


An Ordinance Preparid to Compel Rall- 
roads to Provide Viaducts, Fences, and 
Gates—Regarded with Favor by Presi-. 
dent Hughitt and Other Railroad Men

The first practical step in the way of secur- 
ing proper protection at railroad crossings 
and along raiJroad tracks within the city 
limits was taken yesterday by Mayor Roche.

NEW YORK REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 

The Republican State Convention of New 
York, held in Saratoga Wednesday, seems to 
have been charactenzed by old-time enthusi- 
asm without old-time animosities. Roscoe 
Conkling and George William Curtis have 
dropped out, and not even their ghosts re- 
main to perturb the harmony of the party 
which they were bound to ruleorruin. In 
that long drawn out duel both principals 
were killed and the seconds have either 
slunk out of sight or made up. The persist- 
ent attempts of the mugwump press to foment 
discord by crying out against “ bossism’ 
came to naught. 

The ticket has at its head the name of Col. 
Fred Grant, whose fitness for the office 1s not 
questioned. He has never heid any civil of- 
ficé, but his experience has been so largely 
of a semi-public nature that there can be no 
distrust of his qualificauons. A vote for 
that exemplary son of Gen. Grant will bea 
tribute of respect to the memory of the 
geat commander. The office of Secretary of 
State, for which he has been nominated, is 
the highest one within the gift of the people 
of New York at the approaching election. 
The rest of the ticket was chosen with ref- 
erence to locality and personal fitness and not 
at all with reference to old sores, now 80 
effectually healed as hardly to leave scars. 

In the main the platform was a judicious 
one. The only mistake made was in put- 
ting too much protection into the tariff 
plank. That subject was fully covered by 
the National Republican platform of 1884. 
which says: The Republican party pledges 
“itself to correct the inequalities of the 
“tariff and to reduce the surplus, . . bat 
“by such methods as will relieve the tax- 
“payer.” No new light has since been 
thrown upon it rendering necessary or desir- 
able a different formulation of Republican 
sentiment. 

Upon a question of more direct bearing on 
practical State affairs—the temperance issue 
—the convention did itself credit and de 
serves special commendation. Instead of 
beating about the bush or catering to a hand- 
ful of cranks it plamly and unequivocally 
pronounced in favor of local option and high 
license, under which banner Illinois and so 
many other States have been able to do much 
to advance the cause of genuine temperance 
reform. New York has tried prohibition and 
knows from experience its futility. In no 
State was the demonstration more complete, 
nor have the Prohibitionists made in any 
State a more shameless alliance with the 
rum power in the interest of the Democracy 
than was made at Albany last winter. In- 
stead of intimidating the Republicans into 
crawling in the dirt after Prohibition votes, 
the effect of that alliance was to give the 
convention courage to take the right stand, 
and take it without any equivocation. In view 
of the auspicious beginning made at Saratoga 
and the labor movement tere is every pros- 
pect of a brilliant Republican victory in the 
Empire State this fall—one which shall de an 
augury of a still grander one next year. 

It may be added that while the convention 
had the good sense not to lug in the Presi- 
dency in any way the New York World 
made a systematic attempt to ascertain the 
personal views of the delegates as to who 
would be the strongest candidate for 1888. Of 
the 600 deiegates nearly 400 were questioned, 
100 of whom declined to answer. Of the 300 
who did express their opinions, 201 favored 
Mr. Biaine, 28 Mr. Depew, 19 Mr. Lincoln, 7 
Gen, Hawley, and 4 Mr. Conkling. These 
figures, coming as they do from a newspaper 
which opposed Mr. Blaine’s election in 1884 
and would oppose it in 1888, are deeply sig- 
nificant. 


THE ANARCHISTS CASE NOW GOES TO 
THE GOVERNOR. 

The first official to pass on the case of the 
Anarchists was Judge Rogers. Charging 
the grand jury he deciared that each member 
of a conspiracy to accomplish an unlawful 
purpose was responsible for the acts of the 
others in forwarding the common undertak- 
ing, and that although the incitement to 
crime was couched in general terms, without 
naming time, or place, or designating a 
victim, it rendered the instigator equally 
guilty with the principal who acted on the 
advice. Pursuant to this charge the Anarch- 
ists were indicted by the grand jury for mur- 
der and held to the Criminai Court. Then 
followed the prolonged and finally successful 
effort to impanel a fair, impartial jury. 
Every fact or theory that could extenuate or 
pailiate the crime of the Anarchists was pre- 
sented and urged on the attention of the 
court and jury. Judge Gary adhered to the 
principles previously set forth by Judge 
Rogers as to the common guilt of advisers 
and perpetrators of crime, and in his charge 
showed how this rule of justice must apply 
to the case at bar. Acting upon these 
instructions the jury, which was kept under 
constant guard and secluded from popular 
clamor or from reading the newspapers, ro- 
turned a verdict of guilty. The entire case 
then went to the Supreme Court, and after 
patient, careful, conscientious, impartial con- 
sideration the highest judicial tribunal in the 
State has determined that the law was cor- 
rectly laid down by Judges Rogers and Gary, 
and that the verdict must stand. If ever 
Judges had reason to hold the scales with un- 
wavering hands it was in this case. With 
human lives in their hands, and charged with 
the most solemn responsibilities, they knew 
their decision would be weighed and can- 
vassed by jurists the world over, and that 
their reputation not only as Judges, but as 
courageous, impartial, justice-loving men 
would depend on the result. To swerve one 
way or the other in such a case—to be infiu- 
enced either by public excitement or by false 
sympathy—would be almost criminal. 

The case now goes to the Governor. The 
Constitution of Illinois empowers the Gov- 
ernor to “grant reprieves, commutations, 
and pardons, after conviction, for all of- 
fenses, subject to such regulations as may be 
provided by law relative to the manner of 
applying therefor.” The only statutory reg- 
ulation is that the application for pardon, 
reprieve, or commutation must be in writing 
and accompanied by a statement from the 
trial Judge and the Prosecuting Attorney 
of the court in which the conviction was 
had. These formalities observed, it is for 
the Governor to sustain, modify, or set aside 
the judgment of the court as he sees fit. He 
may pardon the Anarchists outright or ex- 
tend mercy to some and not to others. He 
may let the law take its course with some or 
all of the prisoners or commute their sey- 
eral sentences as he wills. While consid- 
ering the matter he may suspend the ex- 
ecution of the sentences from time to 
time as he pleases. In exercising the par- 
doning power he is bound by no rule of law, 
and his decision cannot be reviewed nor set 
aside by any authority. In regard to the ex- 
ercise of the pardoning power the Governor is 
a King. The people of Illinois have declared 
that their Chief Magistrate shall have this 
kingly authority—a function borrowed from 
monarchy—and shall at his own will annul 
the sentences of courts and juries and stop 
the enforcement of the law. Holding that 
mercy must be at all times above and beyond 
the law, and that innocence or palliating cir- 
e eg may be shown at the last mo- 
ment, people have provided that the 
Governor’s to pardon shall be without 
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control. While such a provimon remains in 
the fundamental lew it should have the re- 


protest against it as they see fit, but efforts 
to coerce the action of the Governor by pub- 


so clamor or otherwise would be in the high- 


est degree improper. The power, the duty, 
and the responsibility are with the Governor 
alone, and for his exercise of the tremendous 
power of pardon he is answerable in this 
world only to his own conscience. 


THE MAYOR AND RAILROAD CROSSINGS. 

Mayor Roche has lost no time in grappling 
with the crossing difficulty. On his invita- 
tion the officers of the roads that use the 
trunk lines on Kinzie street met him yester- 
day at his office for conference on the sub- 
ject. The Mayor without much parley sub- 
mitted a proposition to them. He first 
pointed out the dangerous character of the 
crossings along the lines and that trains 
were run on them nowat a greater speed 
than is permitted by the city ordinances. 
Then he proposed, in accordance with the 
suggestion of Mr. Marvin Hughitt, an officer 
of one of the companies represented, that 
they agree jointly to build fences along their 
tracks from crossing to crossing, to place 
guard gates of the best approved 
pattern at all the cross streets that 
have not§viadu2 s, and to construct via- 
ducts and approaches at the crossings on the 
following thoroughfares: May, Carpenter, 
Elizabeth, and Lincoln streets and Ashland 
and Western avenues. The railroad men did 
not act on the proposition yesterday, but 
there is little doubt that they will agree to 
do as the Mayor has proposed. They can 
well afford to do it, ana they may as well be 
gracious about it, as the city can put them to 
a great deal of trouble should they fail to 
comply. If the fences and viaducts are built 
and the guard gates are placed as proposed 
there will be little or no objection to running 
trains at the rate of twenty miles an hour 
within the city hmits. If, on the contrary, 
the companies fail to comply with the pro- 
posals, then the municipal authorities will 
have no option but to enforce the ten-mile- 
an-hour ordinance. It will save money for 
the roads to accept the Mayor’s terms. 

Mr. Roche chose the Kinzie street line for 
the first operation, doubtiess because it is 
the most dangerous in the city. There are but 
two viaducts along the line within the city 
limits, the ones at Halsted street and at San- 
gamon street, although there Id a whole block 
of tracks throughout its length. The streets 
named for new viaducts are well chosen. 
It is understood that the Northwestern Road 
will build viaducts at two crossings between 
Western avenue and the city limits. Mr. 
Hughitt has made a proposition to that effect 
on the part of his company, stipulating, how- 
ever, that the city build the approaches. 
The Northwestern Company ought not to 
spoil a good thing by doing it in halves. The 
Mayor may yet induce it to build both via 
ducts and approaches. 

At any rate the work begins well. The 
representatives of other trunk lines will 
doubtless be called in for fatherly consulta- 
tion in afew days, when the necessity of 
constructing fences, viaducts, and gates will 
be duly impressed upon them. The killing 
and wounding at the crossings must be 
stopped. Let the good work go on. 


ORIGINAL DRAFT OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

In gathering the material for a life of Ed- 
mund Randolph Mr. Moncure D. Conway 
came upon what seems to have been the 
original draft of the Oonstitution of the 
United States. It was found among the pa- 
pers of his friend George Mason, author of 
the Billof Rights. The manuscript is liber- 
ally annotated by another member of the 
convention, James McClure. Seribner's for 
September contains an article on the subject 
from the pen of Mr. Conway, also a fac simile 
of the manuscript. So far as Mr. Gladstone 
was right in calling the Constitution a birth 
from the brain of man the credit theretor 
seems to belong more to Edmund Randolph 
than to any other man. 

The Constitution of Virginia, framed in 
1776, and that, too, largely by Randolph him- 
self, wasin great measure the model; but 
that organic law did not have to deal with 
what was really the hardest problem before 
the convention—namely: the adjustment of 
the relations between the States and the 
powers of the Nation formed by the union of 
the States. The Articles of Confederation, 
adopted during the War of the Revolution, a 


mere makeshift, were not of much value as a 


guide. They had neither executive nor judi- 
ciary, and only one legislative body. With- 
out being a trimmer, Randolph was inter- 
mediate in his views between Hamilton and 
Jefferson. He was tenacious of the autonomy 
of the several States, while no less solicitous 
fora stable Union. This original draft of 
the Constitution opens with the following 
clear-sighted generalization : 


In the draught of a fundamental constitution 
two things deserve attention. (1) To insert essen- 
tial principles only, jest the operations of gov- 
ernment should be clogged by rendering those 
provisions permanent and unalterable which 
ought to be accommodated to times and events. 
(2) To use simple and precise language, and gen- 
eral propositions, according to ‘the example of 
the constitutions of the several States. 

LA —_ seems proper. Not for the pur- 
—— — Se ends of government and 

uman politics: this display of theory, however 
proper in the first formation of States’ govern- 
ments, is unfit here, since we are not wor on 
the natural rights of men not yet gathered into 
society, but upon those rights modified by so- 
ciety, and interwoven with what we gail 
the rights of States. Nor ec is itt 
proper for the purpose of mutually pl 
the faith of the parties for the observance of the 
articles; this may be done more solemnly at the 
close of the draught, as in the Confederation. 
But the object of our preamble ought to be 
briefly to declare that the present Federal Gov- 
ernment is insufficient to the general happiness; 
that the conviction of this fact gave birth to this 
convention; and that the only effectual mode 
which they can devise forcuring this insufficiency 
is the establishment of a supreme legislativ 
executive, and judiciary. Let it be next decia 
that the following are the Constitution ana fun- 
damentals of government for the United States. 
After this introduction let us proceed to the 

2. First resolu This resolution involy 
these particulars: (1) The style of the Uni 
States, which may continue as it now is. (2) A 
declaration that the supreme legislative, execu- 
tive, and judiciary be established, (8) A 
declaration that these departments shall be dis- 
tinct and independent each other, except in 
specified cases. 


The first specific provision made was for a 
legislative body with two branches. The 
convention was nearly a unit in adopting this 
idea, Franklin, then tooold to be of much 
assistance, was alone in opposition to the 
bicameral system. It was Randolph's plan 
to base both branches on population, small 
districts for the Lower House, larger ones 
for the Upper. He also proposed a property 
test. After a great deal of figuring it was 
decided to drop the property test and to give 
each State two representatives in the Upper 
House of the National Legislature. The iat- 
ter deviation from the Randolph plan was 
not due, Mr. Conway thinks, to a desire to 
cater to State rights, but in this he is prob- 
ably wrong. When it came to the ratifica- 
tion of the Constitution it was the small 
States rather than the large ones which hesi- 
tated. The sop thrown to Rhode Island and 
Delaware was a stroke of ratification policy 
in all likelihood. 

In Virginia legislators had been paid for 
their services ona tobacco basis, and Ran- 
dolph proposed that the per diem should be 
the average value of a fixed number of bush- 
els of wheat on the basis of its value for the 
previous six years, as declared bya special 
jury of merchants and farmers summoned 
by the Supreme Court. This absurd proposi- 
tion deserves a place among the curiosities 


power which was finally vested in it. In his 
draft the appointing power was lodged in the 
Senate. This was toned dewn to the sec- 
ondary power of confirmation. He was in 
favor of only one term for the President, and 
that seven years in duration. Unfort- 
unately, he was overruled in this. Al 
though clearly right on this point, it 
must be conceded that as a whole 
Randolph’s ideas of the Chief Magistracy 
were crude and The same was hard- 
ly true as regards the judiciary. Neither of 
those two branches of the General Govern- 
ment existed under the Articies of Confeder- 
ation. There is every reason to believe that 
the delegates generally had their wits sharp- 
ened up on these two points after coming to- 
gether and talking matters over. 

Randolph was well known to be strongly 
opposed to slavery, butitdoes not appear 
that he proposed any plan of emancipation. 
He did not hesitate, however, to say in open 
convention that he would prefer that the 
Union itself should fall to pieces rather than 
to tolerate the slave trade. His friend Mc- 
Clure was disposed to tolerate it, but the 
righteous indignation of Randolph flamed up 
grandly and put a quietus on the policy. 
Much stress was laid on the right of im- 
peachment, Randolph evidently thinking 
that it would be a powerful factor in keeping 
the President in suhordination to the law. 
Time has shown that he was mistaken on 
this point. 


ANARCHISTS AND NATURALIZATION. 
Just as the Supreme Court of Lllinois was 


putting the finishing touches on the opinion 
setting forth its unanimous decision in the 
anarchy case the Clerk of aNew York court, 
Mr. Boese, performed a duty in essentially 
the same line whicn entities him to especial 
praise. He flatly and resolutely refused to 
issue naturalization papers to that notorious 
Anarchist, John Most, who, with ali his pro- 
fessed abhorrence of rank and station, false- 
ly arrogates to himself the title of “ Herr.” 
Being asked, among other things, if he had 
not been punished for resistance to the laws 
of the land, Most replied: 


Yes, I was punished in an unconstitutional 
manner and unjustly, and f Ihad been able to 
appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States I believe my conviction would have been 
reversed, I have resisted tyranny in every coun- 
try I have lived in, and lalwaysintendto do 80. 


That confession was enough for Clerk 
Boese. He did not issue the coveted paper. 
An appeal lies to the court and perbaps to 
the court of last resort in ordinary cases; but 
certainly an example has been established 
which can hardly fail to prove of great use- 
fulness to the country, coming as it does 
precisely when public sentiment is being di- 
rected towards the importance of checking 
anarchy and averting the peril which its 
spread would involve. In every court 
throughout the country the Boese stand 
should be taken. Every Judge of a court of 
record should instruct the Clerk to carry out 
the spirit of that refusal; or, if there are sev- 
eral Judges in the same court, then the mat- 
ter should be taken up in banc and given the 
force of united indorsement and direc- 
tion. It is high time to call a halt 
in the hitherto indiscriminate granting of 
naturalization papers. The Naturalization 
law clearly and expressly provides for the re- 
jection of all applicants for citizenship who 
are not worthy of the privilege of Ameri- 
can sovereignty. Our courte have been gross- 
ly at fault for entirely ignoring the italicised 
part of the following section of the law in 
question: 

It shall be made to appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the court admitting such alien that 
he has resided within the United States five 
years, at least, and within the State or Terri- 
tory within which the court is held one year; 
and that during that time he has behaved like a 
man of good moral character, attached to the prin- 
ciples af the Constitution of the United States, and 
well disposed to the good order of the same; but the 
oath of the applicant shall be allowed to 
prove his residence.“ 

Another provision of this law makes per- 
jury in the oath contemplated above a very 
serious crime. Not only should all auch mis- 
chiefmakers as Most, whether famous or not, 
be denied citizenship, but all should be pros- 
ecuted for the perjury committed who have al- 
ready procured that great honor when they 
were at enmity with society, notoriously not 
attached to the principles of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States,“ nor “well dis- 
posed to the good order and happiness of the 
same,“ nor “behaved as a man of a good 
moral character.“ It is one of the more 
pressing duties of the hour to carry out in 
every legitimate way the general line of 
principle so grandly outlined and upheld by 
the Supreme Court of Illinois. 

While great credit is due Clerk Boese for 
refusing to issue the desired naturalization 
paper, it will be observed that the refusal 
was based on Most’s own persistent avowal 
of Anarochistic notions. The turning of a 
radically new leaf is demanded. Every ap- 
plicant for citizenship should be refused it in 
case of any reasonable suspicion that he is 
tainted with Socialistic or Anarchistic views. 
The courts must stand squarely on the law in 
its protection against dangerous citizenship, 

Further, those who have procured natural- 
ization by false pretenses and perjury should 
be stripped of their ill-gotten rights. Itisa 
principle of law that fraud vitiates a con- 
tract. This sound doctrine is as applicable 
to the acquisition of a political right as to 
property or any privilege or franchise that 
one may acquire by contract. There is a 
large field here for reform. 


LINGG AND HIS BOMBS. 

One of the strongest links in the chain of 
evidence reviewed by the Supreme Court is 
that which connects the alien Anarchist, 
Louis Lingg, with the manufacture of the 
dynamite bomb the explosion of which killed 
Officer Degan and six other policemen and 
wounded fifty more. The clear, quiet recital 
of the Supreme Court presents the evidence 
in 80 strong a light as to remove all doubt 
from the mind of any reader. The proof of 
guilt is made fearfully clear and convincing. 

The facts show that the bomb exploded at 
haymarket square was of a peculiar charac- 
ter and must have been made for the precise 
use to which it was put. It was round in 
form; it was exploded by a projecting fuse; 
the shell was of composit manufacture and 
the two sembglobes were fastened together 
by a bolt runhing from one to another and 
having a small iron nut on the screw end. 
The nut was taken from the body of Michael 
Hahn, one of the bystanders wounded at the 
haymarket meeting. This discovery showed 
conclusively that the bomb was not the ordi- 
nary inferior gaspipe device of the ordinary 
ignorant Anarchist, but was made of peculiar 
metal, with two half globes fastened together 
by a bolt and nut. Chemical analysis showed 
that the material of the shell was composed 
of tin and lead, with some antimony and zinc. 
There 18 no commercial substance of the 
same character. It must have been made by 
the manufacturer of the bomb for a specific 
purpose. Lead is too soft and yielding for 
the use intended. 

Louis Lingg, as the testimony conclusively 
proves, was a rabid member of the Anarchist 
combination, and for months beforg the hay- 
market riot was engaged in making dynamite 
bombs, an art in which he was quite ex- 
pert. Bombs were found in nis posses- 


sion at the time of his arrest, 
others where he 


and 
were discovered had 


laden them. The Lingg bombse—those man- 


ufactured shortly before May 4—had the pre- 
cise peculiarities of the one used at hay- 
market square. They were of the same com- 
posit material, had projecting fuses, were 
round in form, and the nalves were fastened 
together by bolts and nuts, so that after in- 
troducing the dynamite the bomb could be 
quickly and easily fixed tor use. The nut 
taken from the body of Hahn was identical 
in shape and size with those found on the 
new-made bombs in Lingg’s possession. 
Pieces of shells known to have been made by 
Lingg showed the same ingredients as were 
found in the fragments of bomb taken from 
the body of Degan. The peculiar material of 
the bombs was explained by Lingg’s process 
of manufacture, and all the ingredients 
necessary were found in his possession when 
he was arrested. His object was to 
secure a shell with sufficient resistance 
to cause a powerful explosion and brit- 
tie enough to make the effect deadly. 
Working with a small ladle over & kitchen 
stove, casting half a shell at a time in clay 
molds of his own manufacture, Lingg pro- 
duced the peculiar composit substance un- 
known to commerce, but found both in the 
haymarket bomb and in the latest made ones 
discovered in his possession. The morning 
of May 4—the day of the massacre—Lingg, 
who was working with great industry in the 
manufacture of his improved bombs, sent his 
confederate to a place on Clybourn avenue 
for more of the bolts and nuts used in fasten- 
ing the parts of the shelis together, and re- 
ceived about fifty in return, so the confed- 
erate testified. The nut extracted from 
Hahn's body by the surgeons fite perfectly the 
remaining bolts in Lingg’s possession at the 
time he was taken into custody. 

That Lingg’s bombs had projecting fuses is 
shown by the coils of fuse found where he 
haa secreted them and by the testimony of 
the witness Lehmann. The court also cites 
the fact that at 10 o’clock the nightof the 
riot, when a patrol wagon filled with officers 
passed Lingg and his confederate Seliger on 
Larrabee street on the way tothe haymarket, 
in response to a telephone call Lingg pro- 
posed to throw a bomb among the officers 
and tried to light the fuse from Seliger’s 
cigar, but Seliger refused to let him have it 
for that purpose. The court further points 
out that bomb-making is not a usual occupa- 
tion, and bombs are not merchantable nor arti- 
cles of ordinary commerce. 


The making of such bombs as have been de 
scribed is a new, unusual, and dangerous occupa- 
tion. There are no bomb manufactories. A bomb 
is not an article which can be bought in the mar- 
ket like a revolver. He who would use such a 
weapon must make it himself, .. 80 haz- 
ardous a business as filling bombshells with dyn- 
amite will seldom be engaged in. Hence, when 
a murder is the result of the explosion of a dyn- 
amite bomb, and about the time of the murder a 
man is found making such bombs near the scene 
of the explosion, his responsibility for the crime, 
viewed in connection with other criminating cir- 
cumstances which exisi, will be a more natural 
inference than where some more common weap- 
on of destruction has been used. 


The evidence against Lingg is sufficient to 
convict him before a jury even of sympathiz- 
ing Socialists. Nothing could add to its 
force except the confession of Lingg himself. 
Whatever difference of opinion there may be 
as to the degrees of guilt of the other defend- 
ants, no unprejudiced person can read the 
opinion of the Supreme Court and the group- 
ing of the evidence and doubt that Lingg 
was a leader in the conspiracy and richly 
merits the judgment of death pronounced 
upon him, 


New Water-Works Site, 

It is probable that the new pumping-works for 
the South Side will be located at the foot of 
Thirteenth street and Indiana avenue. The 
Mayor and Commissioner Swift have been nego- 
tiating for some time forthe Sherman property 
in the vicinity. The bargain has been practically 
concluded. The pricé to be paid, it is understood, 
is in the neighborhood of 680,000, All the Sher- 
man heirs who are interested but one, who has 
been absent in Europe, have signified their ac- 
ceptance of the price. The absentee has just 
arrived in New York, and as soon as he accepts, 
and there is no doubt that he will, the transfer of 
the property will be made to the city. There is 
enough room on the plot for the works designed 
by the City Engineer, it is thought. but if more is 
wanted it can be obtained by condemnation of 
adjoining property, which the owners now hold 
at an exorbitant price. The Mayor has conferred 
with the members ofthe Committee on Fire and 
Water of the Council during the progress of the 
negotiations, and the arrangements he has made 
are eminently satisfactory to them. In a few 
weeks, therefore, the contracts for the work on 
the new works and tunnel will be let. It is pro- 
posed to limit the contractors astotime. That 
part which can be done this year will be let im- 
mediately. 


One of our contemporaries remarks: 


For years past the growth of towns and cities 
has been out of all proportion to the growth of 
the country. There is a constant tendency of 
population from the rural districts to the centres 
of commerce and industry. There is a conges- 
tion of people in the cities that causes an excess 
of labor and a consequent enforced idleness on 
the part of some. 


This is all true, and the cause of it is not dim - 
cult to find. It pays better to live in the oities 
thanon farms. Farming has ceased to be a 
profitable occupation. It means hard work and 
miserable compensation. The price of farm 
products delivered at the railroad station is too 
low to represent any profit. Nothing more can 
be made by the average farmer than an honest 
living. It is hard work to pay taxes, let alone in- 
terest on & mortgage if he owes one, The trouble 
is that Western farmers only get about half 
enough for their products, while they pay nearly 
two prices for most of their goods and wares as 
compared with what they receive for their crops. 
It is all work and no pay with farmers. No 
matter how they toil and pinch throughout 
the year they can hardly makeends meet. The 
city manufacturers have a protection bounty 
against European competition that averages 
nearly 50 per cent which the farmer has to pay on 
nearly everything he buys, while he has to sell 
his produce at European market values, less the 
cost of transportation from the depot to the for- 
eign port, which eats up half the price and 
leaves him no profit, It he could buy his goods 
for two-thirds of what he now has to pay for 
them, or could charge 50 per cent more for his 
crops, he could get along comfortably. But buy- 
ing his goods and wares at high tariff rates and 
having to pay for them with crops that only 
fetch free-trade prices, less expense of transpor- 
tation, leaves him nothing but aches and empty 
pockets. He naturally desires to escape from 
this unsatisfactory condition of things, and hence 
“the constant tendency of population from the 
rural districts to the eities.“ where wages are so 
much higher and life so much easier,

C. C. Waite, the General Manager of the

Reports so as to Cover a Fraudulent | 


Issue of Preferred Stock. 

Haul rox, O., Sept. 15.—The testimony of 
Vice-President and General Manager C. C. 
Waite of the Cincinnati, Hamiiton & Dayton 
Railroad was startling. It was before the 
Common Pleas Court in the case of George 
K. Duckworth vs. the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton asking that a receiver be appoint- 
ed. Isaac M. Jordan appeared for the plaint- 
iff and Lawrence Maxwell for the defense. 
Judge Vanderver was on the bench. 

Mr. C. C.- Warte, after recounting matters 
in the history of the Ives-Stayner affair with 
which the public are familiar, was asked if he 
knew nothing as to what had been done 
‘in regard to the disposition of the preferred 
stock, as authorized by the Executive Com- 
mittee. Mr. Waite said he had been as- 
sured that nothing had been done; that no 
answers had deen received to the 
advertisements. When he had prepared 
the annual reports he said that Ives and 
Stayner changed them and the Auditor’s 
report, so as to show the issue of $2,750,000 of 
the preferred stock. Mr. Waite did not real- 
ize this until it was submitted to the stock- 
holders the next day. He did not realize that 
his own report had been changed until he 
read the papers the day of the meeting. He 
had refused to have the report of George W. 
Lishawa, the Auditor, changed. He had 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the President in stiff terms, and subse- 
quently had the directory authorize the re- 
calling and destruction of the edition—“ the 
report of the Vice-President and General 
Manager having been changed after leaving 


his hands.“ Subsequen he prepared a 
correct report, and when about to issue it re- 
ceived instructions from President Stayner 
to send the proofs to New York. Mr. Stayner 
wrote he had not received them, and just

RESULT OF A DISCUSSION, 


Three Baltimore Men Come to Blows—Two 
Dragged Before a Justice. 


BALTI MOR, Md., Sept. 15.—[Special.J—At the 
Merchants’ Club this afternoon a collision oc- 
curred between Edwin Warfield, Surveyor of 
the Port, and Dr. Edward Thom, ex-Speaker of 
the House of Delegates.

Young De Curey 
Thom, a son of the doctor, heard of the assault 
on his father within an hour after it occurred, 
and immediately started in pursuit of the Sur- 
veyor. He met him about 4 o'clock on Baltimore 
street, near Charles, one of the busiest 
sections of the city, and without a 
word of warning struck him a stinging dlow in 
the fuce. No sooner had the blow been given 
than the Surveyor raised his umbrelia and 
brought it down with full force on young Thom's 
new derby, crushing it out of shape. lows fol- 
lowed each other in rapid succession, both men 
receiving much punishment. A policeman put 
an end to the mill by arresting the principals. 
They were permitted to go into a store near by 
to wash off the blood before being taken to the 
station house. A cab was then ordered and the 
belligerents were placed in it and taken before @ 
magistrate. As neither one would prosecute the 
other the magistrate was forced to dismiss the 
case. A mutual friend afterwards attempted to 
effect a reconciliation between the two men, but 
without success.

THIS Is THE ONLY STUMBLING-BLOCK

All the Suburbs Would Hasten to Come In 
Were It Not for the Machinations of 
the Pap-Suckers—North Hyde Park, 
Lake, and Cicero Getting Ready—The

Mr, L. H. Bisbee, the well-known lawyer, 
is a resident of Hyde Park, and avery strong 
advocate of the annexation of most of that | 
village and all of the Town of Lake.

He Makes Reply to Those Who Criticise

Bravvor, Miss., sept. 7, 1887.—At.-~Rev. 
Charles B. , Bishop of the Methodist 
Church South—Dear Sm: On seeing your ad- 
dress delivered at Brookhaven, Miss., the 
10th ult., as published in the Times-Democrat 
of New Orleans the 11th, I wrote to you call- 
ing your attention te passages cited from 
your address and sent you a printed copy of 
my letter to Gov. Lubbock of the 20th of July 
last. I entertained: the reasonable supposi- 
tion that you had somehow been misled as to 
the purport of that letter, and that upon an 
examination of the text you would acknowl- 
edge the injustice you had done me, or if 
this expectation was not well founded that 
you would mark the passages on which your 
strictures were founded and retucn the let- 
ter to me, and this I requested you to do. 

You replied to my letter the 16th ult., but 
did not meet the issue I presented, did not 
return the printed copy of my letter, or 
specify the passages of it which caused your 
attack. In your letter, both kind and courte- 
ous, you referred to what Judge Reagan had 
written and what the saloon men of Texas 
had said. I replied Aug. 20 that I was not ro- 
sponsible for what Mr. Reagan had written 
or what the saloon men had said, and called 
your attention to the failure to return the 
printed copy of my letter as requested, and 
in conclusion I wrote that my first letter was 
from “adesireto avoid public discussion 
with you; that desire remains.
